Olds girl returns home safely 
after terrifying ordeal

Lacey Campbell, 14, spent more than a day away from her family after being abducted by her 
jailbird stepfather, Robert Kennedy. 

Kennedy, 45 and a fellow inmate, Erik Wanamaker, 49 abducted Campbell from her Olds home 
Saturday night. 

The pair stole a vehicle from the residence and fled the scene, leaving the local RCMP and 
Campbell's family in a desperate search to find her. Kennedy who was on a temporary day parole 
pass from the Bowden Institution met up with Wanamaker Saturday night after Wanamaker’s 
escape from the minimum security annex where he was serving on a work crew. 

Both men were serving time in Bowden for past sexual offences with Kennedy serving 8 1/2 years 
for sexual assault on young girls.

Didsbury doctors 
prepared to take 
job action 

Deadline set for satisfactory solution to 
doctors' complaints

Local doctors are prepared to 
participate in job action against 
the province, says Dr. Moe 
Ahmad. 

He says it has been years of 
abuse of Alberta doctors, and 
the stresses, especially rural doc¬ 
tors, are feeling that has 
prompted Didsbury doctors to 
support the 
threat of job 
action by the 
Alberta Medi¬ 
cal Associa¬ 
tion. 

"I think the 
government 
is in for a 
shock this 
time and they better make the 
negotiations work,” say s Ah mad. 

If no agreement is reached 
before April 20, the Didsbury 
doctors will participate in a prov¬ 
ince wide closure of clinics for 
two days. If still no agreement 
can be reached between provin¬ 
cial negotiators and Alberta doc¬ 
tors, Ahmad says the local doc¬ 
tors will also close their clinic 
three days per week until there 
is some sort of compromise that 
meets doctors demands. 

”We are not going to back off." 

"We are hoping things will 
resolve with the government," 
says Ahmad, who met with all 80 
regional doctors who unani¬ 
mously agreed to support the 
Alberta Medical Association's 
call for increased pay and better 
working conditions. 

Didsbury doctors will also dis¬ 
continue services that they used 
to offer at no charge, like refill¬ 


ing prescriptions, advice over the 
phone, and signing insurance 
papers. 

Ahmad says no harm will 
come to local residents because 
there will always be one doctor 
on duty at the Didsbury and Dis¬ 
trict Hospital, however the pub¬ 
lic will be greatly inconven¬ 
ienced. 

" W e 
deeply re¬ 
gret this and 
do not wish 
to inconven¬ 
ience the 
public, how¬ 
ever we have 
no other way 
to attract 
the government’s attention. We 
have tried for ten years," he 
says. 

Ahmad says the issue has 
been festering for at least that 
long. He says when cuts to 
health care began in 1986, doc¬ 
tors in the province tried to 
swallow the reduction without 
inconveniencing patient care. 
This meant, longer unpaid 
hours for doctors, especially in 
rural areas, and many respon¬ 
sibilities to the doctors. 

For instance, Ahmad says 
each doctor in this community 
spends many hours per week 
on call. The doctors are not 
paid for this service, however it 
impedes their personal lives up 
to 48 per week, in addition to 
their regular shifts. He hopes 
the government will appreci¬ 
ate that time, and pay Alberta 
doctors for it.

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Real results 

The board received a presen¬ 
tation that outlined the number 
of students who achieved ac¬ 
ceptable, excellence, and unac¬ 
ceptable grades on diploma ex¬ 
ams last semester. In most cases, 
the jurisdiction was close to the 
provincial average except for 
Math 30 and Chemistry 30, 
which were below by a couple of 
percentage points. Gibbons told 
the board that he was overall 
pleased with the results, how¬ 
ever he cautioned that due to 
the way schools schedule sub¬ 
jects for st udents over the course 
of the year, it was most appro¬ 
priate to look at the year's aver¬ 
age in the summer when it is 
released. 

On that note, Gibbons re¬ 
ported that Alberta Education 
had asked the boards and the 
schools in the province not to 
release their individual school's 
diploma exam results to the pub¬ 
lic, until the whole year can be 
calculated. 

Write-off 

The Chinook's Edge Regional 
Division school board wrote off 
$153,724 in owed school fees 
that were carried over from 
Mountain View County during 
amalgamation. Acting superin¬ 
tendent, Jim Gibbons, joked, 
"Some of the people who owe 
these fees, now have grandchil¬ 
dren in our schools." The board 
unanimously agreed to the write¬ 
off. 

Most Excellent 

Three teachers in Chinook's 


Edge have been nominated for 
the Excellence in Teaching 
Award, including Didsbury's 
own Gail Jensen from Ross Ford 
Elementary School. There are 
125 finalists chosen from 400 
nominations. All three teachers 
are in the finals, from which 20 
teachers from the province will 
be honored. The board chose to 
send letters of congratulations 
to the finalists in the jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

Final meeting 

The joint school councils and 
school board meeting is sched¬ 
uled for April 28 from 6:30 p.m. 
to 9 p.m. 

Growing, growing, gone 

The board heard from assist¬ 
ant superintendent, Lyall 
Tompson that the Alberta Edu¬ 
cation Buildings Branch has 
indicated that the board must 
come up with a plan to accom¬ 
modate the fast growing area of 
Sylvan Lake. It was reported 
that the current school is far 
over 100% capacity and a new 
school would need to be built. 
Tompson asked the board to 
pass a motion giving him the go 
ahead to apply for new school 
funding this year for a school to 
be built by 2002. The growth in 
Sylvan Lake continues to go in 
a upward trend, and the board 
was concerned that within the 
next couple of years, students 
would have to be bused to other 
communities. 

The motion was made and 
passed. However two trustees, 
Deb Cousins and Anne-Marie 


Brown said they felt there were 
better solutions to the prob¬ 
lems than spending millions on 
a new school, and said they felt 
rushed into a decision and voted 
against the motion. 

Carstairs support 

The board received a number 
of letters of support for the 
proposed new school in Car- 
stairs. The letters were circu¬ 
lated and accepted for informa¬ 
tion. Also, later in the after¬ 
noon, the board was presented 
with an update of the future of 
the proposed project from the 
consultant, Ed Yates. 

The costs of an election 

The treasurer, Susan Roy, 
came to the board with some 
preliminary numbers for the 
1998/99 school year. She 
pointed out that there was a 
significant decrease in certifi¬ 
cated salaries under the admin¬ 
istration budget which is esti¬ 
mated to come in around $2 
million. 

Also, Roy said that because 
this is an election year for trus¬ 
tees, $24,400 has been budgeted 
for election costs. 

Negotiations go on 

The board reported that ne¬ 
gotiations are taking place with 
the jurisdiction's teachers. Meet¬ 
ing dates have been set, and 
updated information is avail¬ 
able on the Chinook's Edge 
website. 

Didsbury fireworks 

The Didsbury Canada Day 


committee was granted permis¬ 
sion to hold a fireworks display 
on the school grounds of Ross 
Ford and Westglen. The ap¬ 
proval was needed so that in¬ 
surance legalities could be or¬ 
ganized. 

Four days for Reed Ranch 

Reed Ranch School was 
granted permission to continue 
their system of a four day per 
week school schedule. At their 
meeting in March, a number of 
parents came to the board to 
express their support for the 
schedule. In a formal survey 
96% of parents wanted to con¬ 
tinue the four day week. The 
board felt that because the 
school could demonstrate sav¬ 
ings and was still the number 
one Grade 6 class on provincial 
achievement tests results, that 
the move was justified. 

Other schools that received 
approval from the board for 
alternate school calendars were 
Bowden Grandview and 
Innisfail Junior and Senior 
High School. 
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Girl not hurt, police say

Their former conviction led 
police to believe that Campbell 
could be in grave danger and 
they released the information to 
the media, hoping that someone 
from the public would spot the 
convicts and the young girl. 
The police reported that the ve¬ 
hicle which had a U-Haul trailer 
attached had last been seen 
heading towards Sundre, Jas¬ 
per or Banff full of camping 
equipment. 


It was at a campsite near 
Chain Lakes, Alberta, that an 
off-duty Calgary police officer 
who had been bear hunting 
nearby, spotted the vehicle and 
Campbell. 

Around 12:30 p.m. on Sun¬ 
day Cst. B. Saunders alerted the 
Turner Valley RCMP who ar¬ 
rived on the scene just as the 
men were preparing to leave. 

Both men were arrested with¬ 
out incident, and charged with 
Abduction of a Person Under 


Sixteen Years of Age. They went 
before a Justice of the Peace and 
appeared in Didsbury Provincial 
Court on Wednesday, April 15. 

Campbell, who is safely re¬ 
covering from her ordeal at 
home, was interviewed by police 
and examined by a physician 
and appears to be in good physi¬ 
cal condition, according to 
RCMP. They are not yet pre¬ 
pared to reveal whether the girl 
was assaulted during the ab¬ 
duction.

leave for the mission early in 
the year, however political pres¬ 
sure and safety concerns forced 
the trip to be cancelled. 

It was only with hours no¬ 
tice on March 20, that From 
learned the obstacles had been 
cleared and he had to leave 
immediately before more obsta¬ 
cles appeared. 

He returned with the com¬ 
ment, "It was a very intense 
experience." 

Some hospitals lacked even 
the most basic medicines, like 
aspirin. A shortage of pain kill¬ 
ers meant parents were often 
left to provide what comfort 
they could as their children 
suffered. 

"There isn't a parent in 
the world who could come 
away and not be moved to 
tears by what's happening 
there," said From. 

MCC is providing drugs 
for 50 children who have 
childhood leukemia. With 
the drugs - which must be 
administered for a two year 
period - more than 80% of 
the children will probably 
live. Without the drugs they 
will all die. 

Hospital doctors deter¬ 
mined which of the children 


will receive the drugs. From 
says he can only imagine the 
agony the doctors experienced 
as they determined who would 
live. The temptation was to 
spread the drugs among as 
many children as possible. But 
then none would live. 

From has an inkling of how 
the doctors must feel. People 
in his church in Didsbury had 
assembled 15 gift packages for 
children in Iraq. He had in¬ 
tended to distribute them at 
one of the hospitals. But there 
were more than 30 children 
and he couldn't bear the 
thought of some not getting 
anything. So one evening he 
and a colleague emptied the 
parcels' contents onto their 
hotel room floor, added other 
items they had brought for 
their personal use, and care¬ 
fully put together a gift pack¬ 
age for each one. 

At one point From asked 
the head of the cancer ward if 
it would be alright to take 
some photos of the children. 
He offered to send a print of 
each child back to the hospi¬ 
tal. "That will be nice," said 
the doctor. "Then the families 
will have something when the 
children die." 


Ken From of Didsbury re¬ 
turned from Iraq on April 5 
with haunting memories and 
some photos he took of children 
in a Baghdad hospital who will 
probably die soon because UN 
sanctions have restricted the 
flow of medicines into the coun¬ 
try. 

From was a member of a 
Mennonite Central Committee 
(MCC) delegation that went to 
Iraq to see what the sanctions 
have done to the people of Iraq, 
and to deliver some medicines. 
From had been scheduled to

Math hours don't add up, says Didsbury trustee 


School, where the math teach¬ 
ers were "not the best quali¬ 
fied," to be teaching the subject. 

Trustee, Stuart Little said, 
"I think the intent of the motion 
is honorable, but I feel a little 
uncomfortable in that we need 
to talk to those who this is 
really going to affect." He was 
speaking about talking to prin¬ 


cipals, teachers, parents and 
students. 

The rest of the board agreed, 
and Cousins' motion was ta¬ 
bled until Gibbons sets up a 
committee to review math in 
the jurisdiction, citing that 
Didsbury is not alone in some 
of their concerns. Cousins said 
she felt that was a step in the 


right direction. 

Although a review will be 
conducted, Gibbons pointed out 
that history shows Chinook's 
Edge students far below the 
provincial average, and for last 
semester's Diploma Exam re¬ 
sults, the jurisdiction average 
was within a few percentage 
points of the province.

Mathematics are not just a problem at Didsbury High School, or just in Chinook's Edge; 
it is a problem throughout the province. 

It is for that reason, that Alberta Education is taking a new outlook on teaching students 
math. They have created a new two-stream curriculum for the subject that will be phased in 
over the next three years. 

The traditional math course is being replaced by two separate entities called Pure Math and 
Applied Math. 

Pure math emphasizes the theory of the subject and the use of algebra and graphing to solve 
problems. 

Applied math emphasizes using math, numbers, and geometry to solve problems. Algebra 
is taught only when needed. 

The new program is not without debate. In fact, educators around the province, including 
Didsbury's own DHS principal, Mark Leggette is worried that the new program will have 
glitches, like not having enough resource material to teach the program. Implementation has 
been a concern around the province, mostly because it is happening so quickly. The Pure Math 
10 will be implemented this fall, and the other level courses will follow as the students go 
through the grades. 

However, he says it also fills a gap for some students who found it too difficult to take the 
Math 10-20-30 stream which was all inclusive. 

He suggests, that if the universities agree to accepting Applied Math, on parallel, or instead 
of the traditional Math 30, those who do not necessarily need the theoretical end of the subject 
for their future career, will not be forced into taking it. 

"Students at the middle level will really benefit," says Leggette. 

He says the issue has raised a lot of questions from parents, and he encourages anyone who 
would like to further examine the new program to pick up a pamphlet available at DHS. 
Parents can also call the Chinook's Edge School Board, or The Curriculum Standards Branch 
of Alberta Education.

The Didsbury Main Street Project has been operat¬ 
ing in Didsbury since 1995 and is currently entering its 
third full year of activity. We, the members of the 
Didsbury Main Street Advisory Board, oversee the 
Project's activities and have instructed the Project 
Coordinator, David Mohr, to apply for renewal of the 
Project's funding. The Main Street Project has been 
instrumental in the rehabilitation of several downtown 
buildings of historic interest. The project has revealed 
the historic building facades underneath the patina of 
time and the multitude of changes that have occurred 
since many of these historic downtown buildings were 
constructed in the early twentieth century. As we 
approach the end of the millennium and the beginning 
of a new century we are one of a handful of communities 
in North America actively uncovering our built his¬ 
tory. 

Uncovering history has a cost, a cost that has been 
partially offset by the contributions of the Alberta 
Historical Resources Foundation to our Main Street 
Project.

We have many reasons why we, as a Board, would 
like to see the Main Street Project continue. Some of 
our goals for the Project that we would like to see 
continued and furthered are to develop an awareness of 
the inherent uniqueness of Didsbury's historic down¬ 
town and to help conserve those special elements and 
places of distinction for our residents and our visitors. 
We also have the goal of developing awareness in the 
citizen's of Didsbury of the special uniqueness of the 
components of our cultural landscape, as expressed in 
our buildings and heritage. We also wish to continue 
to encourage our local government, business people, 
property owners and general public to continue to 
enhance the existing and (sometimes) forgotten as¬ 
pects of our historical landscape. A practical element is 
that we would like to be able to contribute to Didsbury 
capturing the economic potential of Didsbury's history 
for the direct benefit of our businesses, community 
groups and taxpayers.

Sympathy for the Devil: Lets Talk Taxes

How would you spend $100 
million? If you're federal Health 
Minister Allan Rock, Canada's 
number one nanny, you badger 
your Liberal colleagues to throw 
100 million loonies at arts and 
sports groups and hope that that 
buy-off means they won't sue you 
for interfering in free speech. 

As of October 1, tobacco com¬ 
panies are barred from using 
their logos or brand names in 
promotional advertising at sport¬ 
ing or cultural events such as the 
Montreal Grand Prix or Du 
Maurier Open tennis tourna¬ 
ments. This is the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment's latest attempt to cir¬ 
cumvent a Supreme Court rul¬ 
ing that said tobacco companies 
have the right to free speech ie. 
the right to advertise. 

While tobacco companies will 
be barred from sponsoring the 
events, they will still be allowed 
to advertise at the events - sort 
of. Thanks to a bureaucrats' at¬ 
tempt at Solomon-like wisdom, 
tobacco brands will be limited to 
the bottom 10% strip of promo¬ 
tional signs at such events. 

Naturally, arts and sporting 
organizations are worried about 
the loss of tobacco money. That 
means, as Allan Rock has no¬ 
ticed, someone will have to come 
up with money to replace the lost 
revenue. In total, 250 arts and 
sporting groups across the coun¬ 
try could be affected. So Mr. 
Rock wants his colleagues to 
send another $100 million of your 
money down another drain - 
rather than reduce the debt or 
reduce taxes - because Ottawa's 
confiscate-and-spend-crowd has 
a never-ending urge to nanny us 
all to death. 

Arguing that Ottawa should 
take it easy on tobacco interests 
is a bit like defending the devil in 
some people's view, but let's keep 
this in perspective. In this latest 
case of nannyitis-cum-taxpayer 
abuse, Ottawa wants to protect 
you from, hold your breath - 
advertising. 

In Ottawa's view, it is not 
acceptable if you as a consenting 
adult buy a package of cigarettes 
after you see a billboard or a logo 
advertising cancer sticks. It is 
not acceptable for mutually con¬ 
senting non-profit groups - say, 
arts groups - to cut a deal with 
mutually consenting private com¬ 
panies - say, a tobacco company 
- to engage in pleasurable ex¬ 
changes of dollars for decals, 
billboard space, or a logo here or 
there. 

Of course, it’s still perfectly 
OK for Ottawa to overtax you all 
of your working life, forcing you 
to work overtime until you keel 
over but it is not OK for you to 
smoke yourself to death. 
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Ottawa being Ottawa much 
prefers to screw up a perfectly 
amicable arrangement where pri¬ 
vate companies sponsored sport¬ 
ing and cultural events and no 
taxpayer got hurt. 

Oh - Ottawa claims their tres¬ 
pass over free speech is justified, 
citing health concerns and the 
protection of children. Right. And 
if that's their concern, then they 
should have the guts to make 
tobacco illegal and stop wasting 
our collective time with half meas¬ 
ures. Of course, they won't do 
that because they would then 
have to amend the criminal code 
to protect us from other un¬ 
healthy, fatty and cancerous prod¬ 
ucts such as fast food, alcohol 
and Jerry Springer. 

Not that Ottawa isn't aware 
of the potential political flack 
resulting from censoring adver¬ 
tising of a legal product and in¬ 
terfering in commerce. Nick 


Discepola, a Montreal-area MP, 
was quoted last week as saying 
"We will face real repercussions 
unless we see some flexibility on 
the financing issues." 

Of course, these "financing is¬ 
sues" would not have arisen had 
not Ottawa chosen to sneak 
around the Supreme Court rul¬ 
ing. 

One can dislike smoking, agree 
that is harmful, and hope that it 
disappears one day without also 
agreeing that the nanny state 
should fund anti-smoking activ¬ 
ists, interfere in commerce, and 
restrict free speech. 

If Mr. Rock and his Liberal 
colleagues want to give $100 mil¬ 
lion to arts and sports groups, 
they can ask the Liberal Party of 
Canada to cut the cheque, not 
taxpayers. Better yet, they just 
should get the nanny state off the 
raceway before a Formula One 
car careens around the bend. 


Defer Bill 27 third reading says AUMA 

The Alberta Urban Municipalities Association (AUMA) is 
calling for the Legislature to defer third reading of a bill that 
would deregulate the power industry. 

"Our Association and its membership still have unresolved 
concerns about how this legislation, Bill 27 - even with the 
announced amendments - will affect municipal governments 
and taxpayers," said AUMA president Mayor Gordon Graydon. 

The AUMA's call for a hold on Bill 27 came after the 
association's board met with Energy Minister Steve West. The 
board passed a motion calling for the province to provide a 
more comprehensive examination of residual value and stranded 
costs; current and long-term effects on residential homeown¬ 
ers, smaller urban centres and small business; and, loss of 
municipal tax revenues. 

Bill 27, the Electric Utilities Amendment Act, was intro¬ 
duced in the provincial Legislature on March 12. West de¬ 
scribed the bill as building on the base established by the 
Electrical Utilities Act introduced in 1995 and moves restruc¬ 
turing of the electric industry forward by establishing the 
framework for deregulating existing generation, introducing 
customer choice and increasing competition in the electric 
industry. 

West also introduced three amendments to the legislation 
on March 26. The amendments provided that any municipal 
payments in lieu of taxes would be given back to consumers and 
municipalities that provide a stable rate option would be 
exempt from payments in lieu of taxes. 

"Those amendments did partially deal with some of our 
initial concerns," said Graydon. "However, it would be prudent 
for the provincial government to consider all the impacts on 
local government and local taxpayers before moving any 
further with this legislation."

PROTECTING "HARD" CONTACTS 


Hard contact lenses can be 
scratched otherwise damaged if 
mishandled. The following tips 
are intended to help you protect 
your lenses and your 
investment. 

When not wearing the lenses, 
always keep them in the case, in 
soaking solution. 

Do not leave the lenses 
where they will be subjected to 
extremes of heat. Such 
conditions can cause the lenses 
to become warped. 

When removing the lenses, 
cup the hand underneath the eye 
to keep them from falling to the 
floor. However, if you do drop a 
lens pick it up with a wet finger. 
Scraping it across a surface to 
pick it up may cause scratches. 


When you place the lenses 
in the case, be sure that they 
are centered and flat. 
Otherwise, they may become 
warped in the closed case. 

When cleaning the lenses, 
always rub them gently so as 
not to warn or scratch the 
surfaces. Always wash your 
hands to remove any dust or 
dirt that might scratch the 
lenses.

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Patients not at risk, says doctor

Ahmad believes there is a 
misconception about the amount 
of money a doctor makes con¬ 
sidering their debt load from 
school, and the amount of hours 
dedicated to the career. 

Overhead is another issue, 
Ahmad says doctors pay up to 
45% of their wages towards over¬ 
head costs, such as running the 
College Green Medical Clinic. 

Although money has been an 
issue, Ahmad says it boils down 
to a lot more than dollars. 

"It has been ten years of frus¬ 
tration, of not being listened to, 
cutbacks, and the deterioration 
of the health care system." 

He says doctors are being 
forced to discharge patients ear¬ 
lier than they are ready to go, 
and he believes that is an emo¬ 
tional burden on the doctors. 
Also, he says home care is not 
properly funded to take care of 


the patients who are being forced 
to leave the hospital prema¬ 
turely. 

He says doctors are not be¬ 
ing provided the leeway to up¬ 
date their skills by taking 
courses. 

Patient follow up is limited 
due to the fact that doctors are 
carrying larger loads and are 
unable to find appropriate time. 

On the issue of time manage¬ 
ment, Ahmad says he is frus¬ 
trated that local doctors are not 
able to spend sufficient time 
with each patient, and believes 
the health of patients is suffer¬ 
ing because of it. 

"With limited resources, we 
are trying to provide adequate 
health care," says Ahmad, and he 
adds that he believes the doctors 
in the province are "burning out." 

He calls the situation a vi¬ 
cious circle saying that if condi¬ 
tions improved, there would be 


more doctors willing to work in 
Alberta and in rural areas, which 
would in turn improve condi¬ 
tions and time allowances. 

On a personal note, Ahmad 
who has been a doctor since 1964 
says since his medical school 
graduation he has seen continual 
progress in the field of medicine, 
however in the past ten years he 
says, "progress has come to a 
stop.” 

The doctors of Didsbury say 
they have received preliminary 
support from the residents that 
they have talked to about the 
situation and Ahmad hopes that 
will continue despite the incon¬ 
venience. 

"We are hoping the people will 
give us support by calling their 
MLAs," he says. 

Ahmad concludes with a prom¬ 
ise from Didsbury doctors. 

"No one will come to harm 
from this (job action). No way."

RCMP warn Albertans about the ''Travellers'' 

The Royal Canadian Mounted Police is issuing a warn¬ 
ing to the public. A group of travelling criminals known as 
the "Travellers" typically visit Alberta (and the entire 
country) at this time of year. These people are generally 
Caucasian with English, Scottish or Irish accents. 

"The Traveller's" are often on the move. The families 
will take up residence in local summer recreational trailer 
parks and the male members of the family will run their 
scams in a 100 km radius (or more) from that home base. 
They drive new luxury trucks and vans with tinted 
windows, or shells with tinted windows, and ladders on 
top, towing expensive looking recreational trailers with 
"For Sale" signs in the windows. The trailers are in fact 
very cheaply made in Elk Hart, Indiana especially for the 
"Travellers." It is not unusual for a "Traveller" to sell two 
or three trailers while in the campground, at many times 
the actual cost of the trailer. 

The groups are also involved in paving scams, painting 
scams, roof sealing scams, lightening rod scams, or any 
other home renovation type of activity where someone is 
duped into believing he can get something for nothing, 
because what the "Traveller" offers is nothing for some¬ 
thing. It's generally the elderly who are targeted, tricked 
and hounded until they give as much money as the 
"Traveller" feels he can get from the victim. The work is 
always minimal and substandard, and those targeted 
generally find it difficult to admit that they have been 
taken. 

The best prevention is education, and this requires 
your help. The public needs to be made aware of the 
"Travellers," especially in rural areas. 

People should be advised to avoid contractors who: 

-knock on the door to tell you they just happen to be 
doing some work in the area and can give you a "special 
price"; 

-promise a discount if you allow them to use your home 
to "advertise for work." The same offer is likely made to 
everyone; 

-quote a price without seeing the actual job; 

-demand a large down payment to buy materials; 

-conduct a "free inspection" of your home and then 
suggest major repairs; 

-generally, anyone who shows up unexpectedly but 
appears to be prepared to perform a specific function, such 
as a roof repair, paving etc., and gives you the line, "I do 
good work." 

Before agreeing to have any work done, by anyone, 
phone the Better Business Bureau near you, or check on 
their prepaid contractor's license. Reputable contractors 
must also have a GST number with Revenue Canada and 
this can be checked by phoning Revenue Canada and 
providing them with the company's name and GST number. 
A reputable contractor should also be able to supply the 
potential client with a Worker's Compensation account 
number. Phone your nearest Worker's Compensation 
Board and tell them the company's account number and 
name. And finally, two of the best avenues of confirmation 
are to phone the Better Business Bureau Home Renova¬ 
tion Tip Sheet at 482-2341, or your local detachment of the 
RCMP.

Two years ago we quit finishing our own calves, shipped 
them soon after weaning and did not keep back any heifers. 
Our herd was big enough for our pasture and Ralph and I 
are getting to the age when we should be taking things a 
little easier. Last fall when the dust settled after the 
weaning, sorting and shipping festivities, a nice little bunch 
of calves remained in the corral. "Are you planning to finish 
these yourself?" I asked. "No not really,” Ralph replied. "Are 
we keeping them as heifers then?" "Uh, no." "Well what 
then?” I persisted, "I thought we were trimming our herd, I 
thought we were going to aim for a couple more hassle free, 
heiferless seasons and then quit. There is no way we can eat 
this many and they don't make good pets." 

Ralph rested his hand on a gatepost and looked out over 
the pretty little group of red and black calves. "A couple of 
them were late arrivals and they are still pretty small," he 
said. "We have to ship a few old cows and that means there 
will be extra pasture so it seems a shame not to have some 
heifers to eat the grass and I saved the one with the white 
tail because you especially like her mother." 

I guess we are still in the calving business. When we 
become residents of the old folks home I wonder if they will 
let us keep a couple of cows on the sun deck. 

The calving season is synonymous with spring. It's new 
life, innocence and beauty, renewal, rebirth and faith. It's 
proof that, once again, nature has blessed the earth with 
the miracle of life. It's love in the form of a mother defending 
her baby, and the purest innocence in all those huge, long 
lashed eyes. It is also, late night and early morning walks, 
hope, fear, gratitude, mud, blood and mess. 

We have no heifers this year so we have (knock on wood) 
a fairly uncomplicated season. A backward presentation 
needed a bit of help and resulted in a fine live calf and a nice 
black cow delivered twin red babies and likes them both. 
Things were going almost too well and then the big snow 
complicated everybody’s mobility and somehow a nice little 
bull calf got his leg broken. Ralph took him into the vet's 
and there they decided that even though the break was 
above the knee and therefore less easily mended they would 
cast it and hope for the best. The calf was going to need pain 
killer shots for a few days and penicillin shots for a few days 
after that, but first Ralph returned him to the pasture so 
that we could use him to lure his mother (and food source) 
up to the corrals. 

We have a heavy plastic calf sled and we attached that to 
the back of the tractor. Ralph and the calf lay on the sled 
with their various limbs arranged as painlessly as possible. 
The cow bellowed in our wake and he signalled me to go. 
There were several cows and calves ahead of me on the trail 
and deep, deep snow on either side. Running over three 
healthy calves to save one damaged one didn't seem like 
good economics so I crept along waiting for the trail to 
clear. When I glanced back at my beloved husband he was 
making "hurry up" signals so as soon as the way was clear 
I shifted gears and hurried up. The calf sloop did not 
conform to the path made by the tractor tires and tended to 
slew from side to side. Some quite large puddles had formed, 
I tried to avoid the largest ones but it was pointless so I just 
drove, checking occasionally to make sure that no one had 
fallen off or been bashed by the cow. Ralph was making 
more hand signals but I think he does Norwegian hand 
signals and I only understand about three out of 10. The 
cow was coming along fine so I sped up a little more. Up the 
hills we churned snow and through the draws we hydro¬ 
planed. The sloop careened madly from side to side but the 
passengers stayed aboard. I whipped through the pasture 
gate and slowed to a stop. The cow was still with us and I 
was well pleased with our progress. Ralph was making hand 
signals again. It was a set I had never seen before. 

It seems that the signal for "slow down" becomes some¬ 
what distorted when you are lying down, have a calf in one 
hand, a pitchfork in the other, a cow bawling in your ear 
and a face full of ice water. It seems that he was not cleverly 
using his right leg as a stabilizer and rudder but was unable 
to regain purchase on the sled because of the speed with 
which we were travelling. It seems that tractor competi¬ 
tions do not have a "Cow Calf Snowboarding Event" but if 
they did we would be among the contenders. 

So far the calf is doing fine.

When asked about the quality 
of Alberta's elementary and sec¬ 
ondary education systems, more 
Albertans (53%) rated them good 
or excellent than respondents in 
any other province rated their 
education systems. Thirty per 
cent of Albertans rated their edu¬ 
cation systems average, and 13% 
rated them poor. 

When asked to compare the 
elementary and secondary sys¬ 
tems today to those ten years 
ago, 25% of Albertans thought 
the elementary system was bet¬ 
ter, 40% thought it was worse 
and 23% thought it was the same; 
16% of Albertans thought the 
secondary system was better, 36% 
thought it was worse and 29% 
thought it was the same. For 
those who responded that the 
quality of the elementary system 
was worse, 46% indicated there 
was not enough money, and a 
further 21% indicated there were 
larger classes. For those who 
responded that the quality of the 
secondary system was worse, 
41% indicated there was not 
enough money, 19% indicated 
there was no discipline or a lack 
of control and 13% indicated there 
were larger classes.

The second week of the 
Canadian Transportation 
Agency's (CTA) hearings be¬ 
gan this morning in 
Saskatoon. The CWB con¬ 
tinues to present evidence 
to build its case that the 
railway did not provide a 
reasonable level of service 
for the movement of grain 
from December 1996 to 
March 1997. The Agency 
will break for Easter at the 
end of the day on Wednes¬ 
day. The Agency is to make 
its final decision on the case 
by June 30. For a regular 
summary of the CTA hear¬ 
ings in Saskatoon, check 
out the CWB’s web sit at 
www.cwb.ca. 

The CWB held a farmer 
appreciation dinner meet¬ 
ing in Falher, AB on April 
8. Commissioner Gordon 
Machej was the guest 
speaker. 

From elevator to port: 

For the week of March 
31 to April 5, rail cars un¬ 
loads for the six major 
grains exceeded targets at 
the West Coast. Unloads 
totalled 3,239 at Vancou¬ 
ver (target: 3,070) and 1,120 
(target: 1,030) at Prince 
Rupert. At Thunder Bay, 


unloads totalled 1,683 (tar¬ 
get: 1,910). 

Primary elevator space 
averaged 26% across the 
Prairies last week. Mani¬ 
toba elevators averaged 26% 
space, Saskatchewan eleva¬ 
tors averaged 29% space and 
Alberta elevators averaged 
23% space. 

FOB forward: 

A CWB delegation is at¬ 
tending the annual 
ABITRIGO conference in 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil this 
week. ABITRIGO, the Bra¬ 
zilian millers association, 
has an educational accord 
with the CWB until March 
2000. Under the accord, 
Brazilian millers, laboratory 
and baking technicians par¬ 
ticipate in specially designed 
educational and training 
programs.

Calgary Mayor A1 Duerr re¬ 
cently spouted off about how 
Calgary needs to tax gas so it 
can fund road construction and 
repair. Spare us the complain¬ 
ing Mr. Duerr. The last thing 
politicians need is another way 
to tax their long-suffering citi¬ 
zens. 

Mayors will be mayors and 
Mr. Duerr's rant against the 
province over how much 
money should be poured into 
Calgary's road system is typi¬ 
cal parochial politics: Slam 
another level of government 
for downloading, demand more 
money, (Do some municipal 
politicians ever thing they "get 
enough"?) and, if that doesn't 
work - demand the right to tax 
something - in this case - gas, 
that two other levels of gov¬ 
ernment already tax. 

First, some facts. Is Ottawa 
particularly guilty in terms of 
gas taxes taken in and money 
not spent on roads? Without 
question. The Alberta Motor 
Association estimates that in 
a good year, Ottawa's expendi¬ 
tures on roads constitute 5% 
of what it collects in gas taxes. 

And the province? Accord¬ 
ing to Alberta’s 1996-97 Pub¬ 
lic Accounts, the province 
vacuumed up $734 million in 
fuel taxes, motor vehicle li¬ 


censes, and transport fees, 
while it put $677 million into 
roads and maintenance, or 
about 92% of what it receives. 
(That percentage would be 
lower if environmental and 
insurance were added into the 
calculations.) 

Municipalities take in zero 
in fuel taxes but are responsi¬ 
ble for much of what is spent 
on their road system. Calgary 
spent about $94 million in 1997 
on its road system, while Ed¬ 
monton spent $73 million on 
filling potholes and paving and 
repairing its streets, though 
some of that money came from 
Ottawa and the province. 

Using statistics to argue 
Alberta's towns and cities 
should receive more money for 
roads gets tricky. Calgarians 
pay $200 million in fuel taxes 
and get back $20 million in per 
capita transportation grants 
according to Mr. Duerr, but of 
course, individuals in any city 
also receive transfers from the 
province and Ottawa, in the 
form of welfare, unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, pensions, and 
salaries for civil servants 
among other redistributed tax 
monies. 

However, maybe all the 
money from fuel taxes should 
be spent on roads. Maybe Mr. 
Duerr is right and municipali¬ 
ties do deserve more transpor¬ 


tation grants. And maybe the 
province should give up its right 
to tax fuel and hand it to the 
cities. 

Maybe. 

But when the politicians 
stop fighting over who gets 
what piece of the taxpayer's 
hide, they should stop to con¬ 
sider that Canadians don't de¬ 
serve to be punished by more 
taxes, fuel or otherwise. Any 
politician that hasn't yet real¬ 
ized that fact is, to be polite, 
slightly out of touch with real¬ 
ity. 

Besides, it's about time that 
cities do some cost-cutting of 
their own. Both Ottawa and 
the province started 
downsizing government years 
ago while most municipalities 
are only now thinking about 
fat-finding missions. 

Last year, Edmonton cut 
$30 million from its budget in 
recommended efficiency sav¬ 
ings, (though they shield away 
from another $20 million) Cal¬ 
gary only recently set up a similar 
task force. Welcome to the 1990s 
Mr. Duerr. Taxpayers want value 
for the tax dollars they already 
sent to Ottawa, Edmonton and 
City Hall, not new taxes. 

What’s to be done with such 
politicians? Well, tarring and 
feathering is unfortunately ille¬ 
gal, but perhaps a "taxpayer sensi¬ 
tivity course"?

Innisfail Auction Market Report 


The 1997/98 winter is shaping 
up to be one of the warmest and 
driest on record. The provincial 
average temperature for Nov. 1, 
1997 to Feb. 28, 1998 was 2.9 
degrees warmer than normal. The 
provincial average precipitation 
total for the same period was 36.6 
mm, 45% of normal. 

"This winter has been the exact 
opposite of last winter," says Peter 
Dzikowski, agri-weather special¬ 
ist with Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development. 

"In 1996-97, Alberta experienced 
temperatures well below normal 
and above normal precipitation. 

"The unique aspect of this win¬ 
ter is that the warm, dry condi¬ 
tions were province-wide and per¬ 
sisted for three and a half of the 
four winter months. November, 
December and the last half of Janu¬ 
ary and February had warm, dry 
conditions typical of what can be 
expected in Alberta when El Nino 
occurs. The only cold, snowy 
weather reported occurred in the 
first half of January." 

In November, monthly average 
temperatures ranged from one to 
four degrees above normal. The 


averages are based on data re¬ 
corded at 45 Environment Canada 
climate stations across Alberta. 

"December was the warmest and 
driest on record for several Alberta 
locations," says Dzikowski. "Most 
Alberta locations reported monthly 
average temperatures ranging from 
four to 12 degrees above normal." 

Cold Arctic air dominated the 
weather the first half of January 
with daily minimum temperatures 
reaching -25 to -40 C most nights. 
Temperatures returned to near 
normal values the third week of 
January. The month ended with a 
return to above normal tempera¬ 
tures. 

Warm, dry conditions contin¬ 
ued in February as temperatures 
soared well above normal in south¬ 
ern Alberta where daily maximum 
temperatures reached 10 to 15 de¬ 
grees C. During the last two weeks 
temperatures remained near to 
above normal. 

"Precipitation totals for the four 
months November to February, 
add up to only 18% of the annual 
total precipitation in Alberta. But, 
keep in mind that winter is our dry 
season," he said.

The Emergency Tube (ET) 
is a plastic weather resistant 
canister that contains vital 
information for emergency 
crews. Details regarding the 
storage of pesticides, fuel and 
other hazardous goods, as well 
as the location of valued equip¬ 
ment and livestock are all iden¬ 
tified. Maps show the posi¬ 
tioning of all access doors to 
all buildings, water supplies 
and much more. The ET is 
mounted at a consistent loca¬ 
tion, usually the main power 
pole where the transformer 
is, so response crews know 
where to find it. 

In some areas firefighters, 
with the support of insurance 


companies have been distrib¬ 
uting the ET to county farms. 
Farm families usually think 
the ET is a great safety idea 
and agree to put it up, once the 
purpose and use has been ex¬ 
plained. The effort is seen as a 
community project that boosts 
safety awareness, and one that 
will greatly benefit emergency 
response crews. 

The ET is an opportunity to 


provide response crews with 
up to date site information, 
and the name and number of a 
contact person in case of an 
emergency. With the right kind 
of information at the ready, 
crews are in a better position 
to protect the farm family, 
ensure the safety of the re¬ 
sponse teams, save property, 
and minimize damage to the 
environment. 


The ET was developed by 
the Ontario Soil and Crop Im¬ 
provement Association 
(OSCIA), and the Ontario 
Farm Environmental Coali¬ 
tion. Ontario Fire Chiefs as¬ 
sisted in refining the design 
and assembling the informa¬ 
tion sheets inside. The Cana¬ 
dian Agriculture Safety Pro¬ 
gram is providing funding for 
expansion of the project and 


interest is growing across 
Canada and in the United 
States. For example the New 
Brunswick Agricultural Envi¬ 
ronmental Council has re¬ 
cently purchased 500 for a 
Farm Safety initiative. Cur¬ 
rent stock price is $7 per unit.

The question that's running 
through everybody's mind 
nowadays is, what is going to 
happen to Theoren Fleury? 

The optimists say he'll be here 
for a little while, the pessimists 
say he's gone this summer and 
the neutralists know he's gone 
this summer.

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AFGA opposed to 
concept of Ultimate 
Whitetail Challenge

The Alberta Fish and Game 
Association (AFGA) has con¬ 
cerns about a competition re¬ 
cently announced called the 
Ultimate Whitetail Challenge. 
This is a competition where 
contestants pay $100 to enter 
their whitetail deer antlers har¬ 
vested for cash prizes of up to 
$15,000 and an additional 
$10,000 going to the biggest 
overall head taken. 

Though this competition is 
governed by rules of fair chase 
and adherence to the provin¬ 
cial hunting regulation, it is 
not the type of competition that 
the Alberta Fish and Game As¬ 
sociation can endorse. This 
competition effectively puts a 
$15,000 bounty on the biggest 
whitetail in Alberta and a 
$25,000 bounty if it is the larg¬ 
est taken in Western Canada. 

The Association feels there 
may be too much incentive for 
some people to break the rules 
by poaching, trespassing, pay¬ 
ing for access to hunt or shoot 
and leaving deer because they 
feel they can find a bigger one. 
AFGA has always taken a strong 
stand against poaching, and has 
always promoted good land- 
owner hunter relations and 
promoted programs for gun 
safety and strong hunter eth¬ 
ics. The cast majority of hunt¬ 
ers are ethical and law abiding 
but why dangle a $15,000 car¬ 


rot in front of those who are 
not. 

AFGA is also concerned 
about the possibility of upset¬ 
ting the buck to doe ratios in 
areas known to have good sized 
bucks. Furthermore, none of 
the money collected in this com¬ 
petition is going back to the 
resource or to enhance habitat 
for big game or any other wild¬ 
life. Though this competition 


may have been set up with hon¬ 
ourable intentions, AFGA is 
sure it will do nothing but hurt 
the resource, the habitat, land- 
owner relations and further 
erode the hunter image in the 
general public's view. 

The Alberta Fish and Game 
Association is in no way associ¬ 
ated with this competition and 
cannot and will not endorse 
competitions like the Ultimate 
Whitetail Challenge.

Farm Accident Rescue 


From Mountain View for 
Farm Health and Safety 

Basic knowledge of first aid 
measures and standard rescue 
procedures is vitally important 
to rural residents. 

Quite simply medical assist¬ 
ance and emergency rescue per¬ 
sonnel usually have to cover a 
greater distance than would 
be the case in town. Life can 
hang in the balance during 
those extra moments it takes 
for help to arrive. Your ability 
to deal with an emergency can 
most certainly mean the differ¬ 
ence between life and death 

Ideally there would be two 
people on every farm with first 
aid training. One is good but 
what happens if that person is 
the injured one? Remember 
first aid is just that, and is not 
a substitute for expert medical 
care, Call For help as SOON 
as possible. Telephone num¬ 
bers of ambulance, police and 
fire department should be 
posted by each phone as part of 
your "what if' plan. Remember 
to call 911.
